awtyl joy to the readers of the London 
Journal, in tho days when ir John Gilvert 
limned tho heroes’ fortunes, [t is necdleas 
to say that Mr Tennyson ‘objects to be 
spoken to;’ while Mr Swinburne, after the 
Stedman escapade, is Jikoly to eschew 
pilgrims with a note-book and an American 
nt. An artist necessarily becomes more 
ox ; for unless ho has } ‘ private con- 
nection’ like Mr Dante Ruasetti, he must 
have studio receptions, at the aid which a 
multitude of frends attorl, Mr Millais 
and Sir Fredorick Leighton aro visible to 
any who are carious regarding their per- 
sorial appearance ; and Mr Alina Tadema, 
like Mr Jamea MeNeill Whistler, has no 
taste for a cave and a herwit’s fare. The 
London parson is on show at Joast once a 
week, atid gould not avoid publicity even 
were he desirous of doing 40, though it is 
very certain that the noisiost incumbent of 
4a proprivtary chapol is not invariably the 
most distinguished preacher or the most 
ominent divine. Among scientific folks, 
since British Associations and Royal In- 
stitutions made their lore popular, thore 
has beon something dike ‘an indecent 
squabble for notoricty, Huxley and Tyndall 
have long kept to the front, though they 
aro hard prossed by some active young men 
hot troubled with scruples or bashfulness. 
Yot no one who is acquainted with tho real 
state of learning would class either of these 
gentlemen as tho first of physicists or 
naturalists. They are admirable expositors 
of other men’s ‘discoveries, skilful experi- 
mentors, and apt lecturers, But the real 
workors, tlie miners who dig out the raw 
material, never ippear on the surface, and 
ayo unknown, evon by name, to the rabblu 
of people who every autwnn perambulate 
the kingdom under the belief that, while 
amusing themselves, they are ‘udvancing 
science,’ by making local uotorieties out of 
singularly cheap materia! . 

The ‘sacred anonymity’ of the progs is, 
of course, to half Fleet-streot, little better 
than the ‘sectet de Polichinelle of the 
French. The writers ou most of the great 
London newapapers ‘are all well known by 
name, at least to their rivals; and os it is 
hard for the inoat adroit of etitors to 
entiroly destroy the distinctive poculiaritics 
of styles, it would be easy to point out the 
nominal authorship of every ‘leader’: in 
every journal issued between Blackfriars 
Bridge and Charing Cross. Naturally, it is 
neithor to tlie interest of the editor nor his 
assistants that this vuthorship should be too 
ovident.: “Ho obtains the sid of pens which, 
were ‘they forced to reveal their identity, 
eould not. afford. to be at his service. A 
writer, in the strict discharge. of his duty,

San Martino is not a village. . It-consista 
of un old hospice, the priest’s house, and 
the modern inn, all joined together and 
forming two aides of a squaro. The inn 
looks due south, right down the valley 
towards Primiero and the lang and delicate 
ling of Monte Paviono which shuts out 
Foltre and the Lombard plain; so there is 
breathing space in front and a quiet horizon 
lino to rest the oye upon.  lmnediately 
hehind this cluster vf buildings stands the 
tiny church, with its campanile and long 
sloping roof turned to the north and the 
anuwy quarter ; uvound the entiance is a 
faded fresco of St. Martin dividing his 
ehiak among beggars. The whole forms a 
picturesque group of houses in the middle 
of a wide green slope of meadow land. 
Indeed, most points of view about San 
Martino are well composed. There aro 
pictures, ready made to the painter's brush, 


at overy turm und in endless variety. j 


Here, through.a vista of pines, a Dolomite 
peak rises erect into the blue, “ bold, 
beautiful, and buoyant" (if we may quote 
an accomplished writer on this region of 
the Alps). Or here again, with a sudden 
surprise, at some tum in the valley, 
(me eomes upon a grassy hollow bordered 
with pines and an undergrowth of 
alder, bilberry, heath, and Alpine rose, 
The wind never rvaclies here, for the pine 
stems aro tall und straight, and the branches 
feather duwn from the tree topa in perfect 
pytatnidal order. A stream runs through 
the middle of the glade, fresh and clear 
and setiling inte pools as though “it had 
time to enjoy life, not fouled with snow 
und hurried along in headlong course like so 
many Swiss rivera. ‘The great mountains 
are shat otto sight, and one is earried 
away to some Highland burn, or to an 
English park in Derbyshire. 

The head of the Primiero valley is broken 
up into many smaller valleys, full of wood, 
of water, aud of birds. . The cackoo, even, 
has found his way to this surprising height 
of 4,600 feet, and sings his spring song nt 
tho end of June, Tho vogetation has all 
the richness and tho perfume of the south, 
together with tho brilliant colour of the 
Alps. The meadows around the inn are 4 
inass of flame-coloured lilies; pale “blue 
clematis winds up the branches of the young 
fir treos; Alpinu rose and gentians and 
saxifrage and columbine and the golden- 
globed kingeup grow side by side, There 
nro ondlgss messy nooks for sitting in, 
sheltered’ from wind and sun, and endless 
walke in the pine forests, where the warm 
nir is heavy with the perfume of the fir 
necdles. One lights upon svoodcutters' 
eabing and the shauties of charcoal burners; 
and fou? high up the mountain side comes 
the stroke of tho axe and the crash of the 
falling pines. The guvat logs lic scattered 
through the forest, stripped of their bark 
and gleaming whitely in tho twilight of 
greenery ; through an opening in the trec 
thore is a glimpse of the opposite crags, 
and an,.caiglo poised upon their face ; 
motionless, with outsproad wings, he hovers 
fur ainoment in the air, then swoops and 
is lost among the.pines of the ravine below 
him. Tho natives of these forests, the 
herds and wooden, are a kindly peuple, 
and strangers are rare enough ox yet to 
awaken a certain curivsity and interest. 
‘Where do you come from?” asks one 
“From, England.” ‘And which direc- 
tion is that?” © To the north there.” 
“Yes, it is along journey ; and do you go 
up hill all the way ?” 

In the afternoons the clonds rise slowly 
over the range that shuts out Itely, and 
steal avross the sky. They cling and 
wreathe themselves around the peaks und 
precipices that flank the eastern side of -the 
valley. Now they part for an instant. to 
diectose a rocky needle shooting up into the 
air at a height where one would never have 
dreamed of looking for it; then again, as 
suddenly, comes a .puff of wind, and the 
needle seems tu withdraw into its sheath 
of billowy cloud, ‘Theso rocks and preci- 
pices and [pinnacles and buttresses are as 
fine as the more familiar Aiguilles ot Cha- 
monix. ‘iThe snuwy splendours of Mont 
Blanc are wanting here; but this row of 
giants, each with its own strong character, 
does not yield to the ‘Dru or the Charmoz 
seen from. tho Mouton Vert.” ‘The: proces- 
sion of peaks begins with’ the’ twin-crested 
Saas Maor (proncuneed Mawr, 28 though it 
were in’ Wales) ; then comes the Cima di 
Ball, ‘named after that distinguiahed mem- 
ber of the Alpine Club; then the Palla di 
San Martino, .a cone of rosy rock rising 
from .s. glacier bed; then “the ‘Rossetta, 
whose pyramid point hangs’ right over. the 
‘inn; and last, to crown the whole, the 
great Cimon dello Palle,-highoet and. most 
stupendous pinnacle of all tho range.- All 
of thes airy promontories look tempting 
to the climber: yot at first sight-it woul
